Kelley said Bailey was con- 
victed in Dougherty County, 
Ga., for burglary and convicted 
in Fulton County for forgery. 
He was sentenced in superior 
court of each county to three 
years on each count, the two 
sentences to run concurrently. 

Bailey started serving time in 
Fulton public works camp 
March. 23, 1966 and escaped 
Sept. 13, 1966, Kelley said.
